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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the claimed subject matter of "the 
disk has openings" must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim 12. No new matter 
should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure 
must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must 
be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will 
be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action.

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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in ;i primed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the imention thereof b\ the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-4 and 8-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a/e) as being anticipated by Sri- 
Jayantha et al. (US 2004/01 14327). Sri-jayantha discloses (figures 1-7 and column 4, lines 21- 
34) a cooling apparatus having a cooling structure that comprises at least one surface area (211) 
for introducing heat, and a cooling member has a plurality of blade-lie or vane like (204) that 
project in radial direction from an aluminum or copper rotating shaft (206) supported in the 
cooling structure by a roller bearing (618,720); the cooling structure comprises a copper or 
aluminum container (202) that is filled with a high heat conducting medium (210); the shaft 
(206) extends into the container and is fixedly connected to a rotating member comprising a disk 
(bottom flange at the end of the shaft); the shaft is connected to an electric drive unit (704); and 
the shaft (206) including the bottom flange is roughen up with grooves (openings) for optimizing 
the fluid circulation. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sri-Javantha 
in view of Liu (US 6,336,499). Javantha substantially discloses all of applicant's claimed 
invention as discussed above except for the limitation of an air guiding device has a central 
aperture. Liu discloses (figures 1-4) a cooling device that has an air guiding cover plate (13) has 
a central aperture coaxially encloses a shaft for a purpose of guiding the air flow from outside 
into the vicinity of the shaft to increase the heat transfer rate of the heat transfer device. It would 
have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
use Liu's teaching in Sri-Javantha's device for a purpose of guiding air flowing from outside into 
the vicinity of the shaft to increase the heat transfer rate of the heat transfer device. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Bingler (US 2003/0209343A1) discloses a pump system for use in a heat exchanger. 

DE 3016895 discloses a rotary heat exchanger. 

Wagner (US 20040016533) discloses a cooling apparatus. 

Batchelder (US 6,021,844) discloses a heat exchanger apparatus having rotary shaft. 
Farrow et al. (US 6,945,3 14) discloses a minimal fluid forced convective heat sink. 
Roy (US 6,408,937) discloses an active cold plate. 

Wagner et al. (US 2002/01 85263A1) discloses a cooling apparatus for electronic device.
